The bullets did not take immediate 
effect upon the others, ag@ as they were 
writhing the same shooting party, in obedi- 
ence to instructions, came up with 
Pistols and gave the comp de grace, 
which put. them out of their 
agony. The bodies were then placed in plain 
coffins and immediately removed. The ex- 
ecution took place in the presence of 3,000 
troops. A profound sensation was produced 
through the ‘city by the details. The death 
of young Rossel is much lamented.

An- 
derson bled profusely, and has since been in a 
precarious state. The cause was corftinued un- 
til Saturday to get the evidence of Dr. Keller as 
to the wounded man's condition. The prisoner, 
Roan, was represented to be dying from con- 
sumption, and was allowed ball. 

DISHONEST SERVANT GIRLS.

The Opera-house. 

Bulwer's comedy of Money, what with the 
satirical tone pervading it, is a good choice 
made by Mr. Wallack. In it he bas ample room 
for that moody manner of his, and for which he is 
somewhat famous. The part of Evilyn agrees 
with Mr. Waliack and he with the part. The 
comedy is a familier one and its plot none the 
leas of everyday life—it may be told in a dozen 
words, A poor young man, Alfred Evilyn, finds 
himself, by the death of a relative, possessed of 
a large fortune and at the same time of a host of 
new and affectionate friends. To test the extent 
of their regard he gives out that his fortune is 
lost, and with the news all these very new and 
most affectionate friends. male and female, as a 
matter of course, desert bim. To make his play 
interesting, the drametist leaves the 
pseudo ruined man one lone soul who 
reconciles him again to human nature 
she a woman who furnishes scope for the love- 
making in the story. The plot is a good one; the 
moral not less true than taking, and the bappy 
denouement the only defeotive part in the play. 
The result is perhaps demanded by dramatic 
unity, but it ian't the natural conclusion. How- 
ever, the public acquainted with Mr. Waliack’s 
peculiar mannerisms will recognize the princi- 
pal part in this comedy as admirably G&tted for 
their display. Alfred Evilyn’s positien, his sud- 
den transition from poverty, with its attendant 
evils of woman's indifferenee, and the frowns of 
mer, to enormc us wealt bend its dire et results of 
woman's favor and man's obseQuious smiles 
all his, acting on a character naturally satur- 
nine, has formed the part exactly to Mr. 
Wallack's fancy, and be makes the most 
of it. He can pace the stage, set his 
aye in a very passion of frenzy rolling, pull that 
morose lock over bis left and glaring eye. clasp 
and wring his hands, yea, and really show som, 
as excellent acting as is often seen on the Amer- 
ican stage. Though Mr. Wallack’s mannerism 
be somewhat of a decade back, he willi, from the 
true correctness of his conceptions, be always 
and justly so a most popular actor, and there 
was probably not one in the house Mat night 
who would not go again to hear him in this seit 
same part. He will be a favorite long after gray 
hairs shall have followed the crowfect that 
years have already brought nim. 

Mrs. Bernard's Clara Douglas was a very 
prominent feature in the plav, partly from the 
merit with which the dramatist has endowed it, 
but mainly from the lively interest felt in the 
lady who assumed it. Mrs. Bernard has, with 
this season, returned to that stage which she 
left many years age for another, on which her 
euccess has been very gratifying Since com 
parison must be made, we think her success in 
this latter sphere much better assured than in 
the one for which she now asks our favorable 
suffrage. Mrs. Bernard,en the lyric beards, made 
herself a great favorite; her votes wascultivat- 
ed, if not powerful; her tones correct, if not of 
wonderful sweetness; she was eminently a home 
singer, who managed to please, in a very effec- 
tive m@—ner, all of us who love what is not 
painfully foreign in singing. Bat Mrs. Bernard, 
from what cause we can but conjecture, 
has left the lyric for the dramatic stage, 
and in so doing has laid herseif liable to just 
such articles as this. Mrs. Bernard, umfortu- 
nately, in leaving the song stage, has not changed 
her manner as demanded by the transition. The 
exaggerated sentiment of gesture and of action, 
which is not out of keeping with trille and bea 
vuras, is strikingly inharmonious with prosy 
prose, Mrs. Bernard's voice is too deep and tar 
down her throat to be attractive. She thereby 
loses mach of what her, in the main, meritorious 
acting is deserving. We have been less chary of 
our criticism beeause Mrs. Bernard i a good 
actress. Only she should not have let fifteen 
years of success go for naught. 

Bishop—aay, we must group them together— 
Bishop and Miss Galton are as complete an- 
tithises of the central figures as you will aptly 
find. The very reevilection of them is a mine of 
supposed amusement ready to break out ona 
mimicry of word ex gestere. Their parts were 
an eminently jolly waceess, and, if app'a ue be 
the food of acter and actress, what well-round- 
ed proportions those two must have had when 
yesternight’s curtaim feil! “I prithee, good fel 
low and thy mate, let me have more of your 
faces.’ Mr. De Groat’s part was not the best, 
but it Mr. De Great endewed with all the force 
of which the part iseapable. The words come, 
as of old, fullof praise for his renderings. 

The company altogether is an exceedingly rare 
one. It has all the elements of a successful 
make up and appeals to every taste. Conse 
quently there have been large houses in attend. 
ance, and last night there were more fashion- 
able people present than we have seen so early 
in the week. To-night may be expected a much 
larger attendanee, as Rob Roy is the bill for the 
evening, with all the original Seotch music, and 
Mrs. Bernard, of course, in a favorite and famil-
